Vice ADMIRAL DEINHARBT is to command during 
the German naval mapceuvres a fi-et of 26 vessels. 
Two squadrons will be formed, one being that whicb 
was cruliog during the winter in the Mediterran- 
ean, apd which will cove'st of the ironclads Kaiser, 
Deutschland, Friedrich Karl and Preussen, wiih toe 
oespatch vessels Pfeiliavda Blitz, and seven torpe- 
does. The other squadron, representing the de- 
fence, will be made up of the ironclad corvettes 
Baden aud Buyrn, avd Oldenburg, and of the new 
coasting vesee: Stierfried, with the despatch boat 
Zieten, and seveu turpedo boats also, the effective 
veiwg 250 officers and 5000 seamen. Austria will 
mobilize 4 ironclads, 3 cruisers, 3 despatch ve-sels 
and 18 torpedo boats of the first and second clurs, 
and two squadrons will be formed, the one attempt 
ing to laud upon the Dalmatian coast, while the 
other will act on the defensive. It is anticipated 
that the Emperor of Austria will be present at these 
manceuvres on board the yacht Miramar. 


TueE monitor fleet is just now an important bone 

of contention between the cities of Richmond and 

Petersburg. Its removal from the tormer city bas 

been recommended by Comdr. Graham and others 

on the ground that Richmond Harbor i« filling up, 

and that the vessels are now aground. The citizedr, 

however, have entered a vizorous protest against 

the removal, while the cit:zens of Petersburg are 

fighting equally hard to have the vessels of tne fleet 

tranaferreu back to City Point. How the mniter 

will epd is uncertain. The Secretary of the Navy 

is hearing delegates from both cities, but untti be 
bas bad a fuil investigation by the proper officers 
be will not make a decision. Cowdr. Grabam, par, 
it appears, excited some feeling by refusing toallow 

persops to board the monitors without permission. 
Toe monitors being beyond the jurisdiction of the 
Kichmono police, be Las had po protection. ina 
card publisbed July 17 be eays: “Tbe good people 
of Richmond bave no idea of the indignities, insults, 
and other annoyances the offivers aod mer ou board 
the monitors gre subjected to, particularly on Suv- 
dsys and bolidays. People come down the river io 
bouts and insist upon coming directly abreast the 
monitors, and using the most vile Jaoguage, shout- 
ing at the tops of their voices, and jeering at the 
men aboard ship.”’ Comdr. Grabam says this bas 
been so unbearable that he bas been compelled to 
send bis famity North, not to return. Ip conclusion 
be says be thinks the foundation of adverse feeling 
to him is simply owing to the [act that he bad bever 
considered it commensurate with bis duty to per- 
mit the monitors to be used as a public museum ore 
pleasure resort.

AL RANK, PAY AND NUMBERS. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

I HAVE 1ead with iuterest the letters in the Jour- 

NAL. signed respectively “Suggestion” and *{ abie,"’ 
on the subject of rank, pay and numbers in the dif- 
ferent corps of the Navy, and would like toadd u 
few words of comment. 
The scheme of “Suggestion” is to fix the number 
of officers for tbe several grades in the line, and to 
give the corresponding grades of the staff vorps 
numbers which bear the same ratio to the total 
oumber in the corps asdothe numbers for the same 
grades in the line—pay to be graded according to 
leveth of service, witha fixed inerease for each 
promotion. 

* Cable” pavs according to rank and length of 
service in each grade, and gives command money ; 
as to numbers, | infer that be adopts those given in 
the Phytbian bill. 

Both echemes bave many good points, and in at- 
tempting to barmonize them many peculiar fea- 
tures are struck. If you drop the percentage 
scheme of “Suggestion,” and take the arbitrary 
numbers of “Cabie”’ for the staff corps, you have a 
condition of affiirs uafair to the latter as regarda 
pay. when thisis fixed on the principle of pay for 
rank only, because promotion will be slower in the 
corps baving the smaller percentagein anv grade, 
For ins'ance,1f with 50 sbips we have 185 officers of 
command rank in the tine (commandeis aud «ao- 
tain+), unleas the officers of thesame rank in the 
staff bear ap equal ratio to the total pumber ia the 
corns compares a do the offivers of the line to the 
to al number, you will not equalize pav, and psy 
according to ler gth of service seemsto be the only 
way of doing it. And this is where Ll think “Sug- 
gestion” is better than “Cable.” After careful «x- 
aroioation of both schemes, I think they can be 
harmonized so as to be satirfactory toa large ma- 
jority of the offivers of the Service. My plan would 
be to take the pay table of ‘Suggestion,” saad “coa- 
mand” aod “fleet” money for officers in command 
of sbips and equadrons,and make pay on the re- 
tired list the aume for all officers who have com- 
pleted a full term on the sctive list,

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A CRITICAL OPINION OF GE N. SHERMAN. 


Mr. JoHN C. Ropes will publizh in the August 
number of the Atlantic Monthly a critical review of 
the history of General W. T. Sherman. It is writ- 
tenin akindly spirit, but it is apparent from the 
advance copy we have received that Mr. Ropes is 
not prepared to give Gen. Sherman the place 
among the great soldiers of the war accorded to 
him’ by popular opinion. Mr. Ropes holds 
that Grant and Sherman were surprised at Shiloh 
in spite of their assertions to the contrary. No 
one who has investigated the matter can question 
this conclusion, and one of the surprising things in 
the history of these two great soldiers is the persis - 
tence with which they asserted the contrary. 
Doubtless they were giving correct testimony as to 
their own mental impressions, and that is what we 
all accept as our standard of truthfulness. General 
engagements in those days were usually in the na- 
ture of a surprise, and the leaders at Shiloh proba- 
bly failed to take note of anything peculiar in the 
surprise on that occasion. Yet the battle at Pitts- 
burg Landing began on the early morning succeed- 
ing the day on which both Grant and Sherman 
wrote to Halleck that they did not apprehend an 
attack. 

Grant and Sherman are further charged by 
Mr. Ropes with allowing personal feeling to color 
if not to distort the narrative of the battle of Chat- 
tanooga. Sherman failed, owing to unforeseen 
difficulties to accomplish his part of the programme 
and the glory of the ‘‘unexpected victory at Mis. 
sionary Ridge belongs mainly to the troops them- 
selves, and specially to the men of Sheridan and 
Wood’s divisions, and can not properly be claimed 
by either Grant or his lieutenants.” Up to this 
time, in the opinion of his critic, Sherman had 
shown himself to be merely ‘‘a careful,energetie and 
trustworthy corps commander.”’ His record had not 
been marked by any brilliant successes in the field 
while Thomas at Chickamauga ‘“‘had proved him- 
self not only equal to the situation, but superior to 





it.” In thecampaign ending in the march to the 
sea Sherman failed in the purpose he set out to ac- 
complish, which was to destroy Hood’s army. He 
finally turned that task over to the ‘‘Rock of Ohick-. 


16.85 | amauga,” against whose immovable front the ad- 


vancing wave of rebel invasion beatin vain. By 
neglecting the advice given to him at the outset by 
Thomas, Sherman lost the best and perbaps the 
only chance he had during the whole summer of in- 
flicting a decisive defeat upon his antagonist. He 
might have ended the campaign with a sudden and 
brilliant victory had he marched immediately, with 
the great bulk of his army, through Snake Creek 
Gap and seized the railroad in Johnson’s rear at 
Resaca, instead of sending McPherson through the 
Gap with a comparatively small force. 

After the capture of Atlanta he found himself 
at the end of his line of supply with his army 
diminished one-third, and “Hood and Thomas be- 
tween them redeemed the campaign; the one by 
marching north and the other by the display of 
that pre-eminent ability which so nearly failed of 
its purpose through the distrust awakened in the 
mind of Grant, by his wise deliberation. The task 
for which in the spring the whole Federal Army of 
the West was inadequate, was in the fall intrusted 
to a congeries of commands made unexpectedly ef- 
fective by the masterly leadership of Thomas, and 
the battle of Nashville, unlike nearly all of our bat- 
tles, well nigh destroyed the beaten army. This is 
Mr. Ropes’ view, but he omits altogether to take 
note of the fact that Thomas at Nashville, like Mc- 
Clellan at Antietam and Meade at Gettysburg, was 
repelling an invasion. The problem of attack-.sub- 
mitted to Sherman in Georgia and Grant in Vir- 
ginia was of an altogether different sort. 

Again, Mr. Ropes criticizes Sherman for his des- 
truction of private property, suggesting that it went 
altogether beyond the limits of belligerent rights, 
He says : ‘‘Whatever the Georgians and South Caro- 
linians suffered by having to supply provisions, for. 
age, fuel, horses, or military stores of any kind to 
Sherman’s invading army, whether more or less in 
amount, was a mere incident of a state of war, for 
which neither General Sherman nor his army was 
toblame. But if Sherman purposely destroyed, or 
connived at the destruction of property which was 
not needed for the supply of his army or of the en- 
emy’s army, he violated one of the fundamental 
canons of modern warfare ; and just so far as he 
directed or permitted this, he conducted war on 
obsolete and barbarous principles.” 

Nothing was gained, and the task of the soldier, 
which is to defeat and destroy the hostile force and 
not to inflict punishment for political offences, was 
only made more difficult. Mr. Ropes concedes to 
Sherman great ability as a soldier, but holds that 
tbis ability was never exhibited conspicuously on 
the battlefield. Thomas’s success, on which every- 
thing turned, ‘‘was really unprecedented. It could 
not fairly have been anticipated. And it would 
have been an entirely different matter for Sherman 
if Hood’s whole army, or the greater part of it, had 
confronted him at the marshes and rivers over 
which his toilsome and difficult route lay.” 








WE publish this week the standing of the several 
classes at the Naval Academy, as determined by the 
last examination. We are glad té observe that the 
sons of naval officers are being more liberally 
treated in the matter of cadetships to the Nava] 
Academy than of yore. There are no less than 
eight sons of well known Navy families in the 4th 
Class of fifty-nine members, a. larger number than 
has ever been represented in one class before. This 
is in the line of what we have urged for some time, 
and it is to be hoped that members of Congress and 
tne President will make these kind of appointments 
with more frequency. Congress has been asked to 
increase the number of candidates at large to 
twenty each for the Military and Naval Academy. 
It would not be unreasonable to ask for a stipula- 
tion requiring that the majority of these be de- 
scendants of military aud naval families,

THE examinations of the civilian candidates for 
appointment as 2d lieutenants in the Army were 
concluded this week, and the recommendations of 
the board have been forwarded to Secretary 
Proctor at his summer residence in Vermont. It 
is understood that only twelve out of the twenty- 
four obtained the necessary percentage to entitle 
them to appointment. The following five failed 

‘physically : John T. Manier, of Mississippi ; Harry 
L. Rogers, of Michigan ; R. OC. Willams, of Vir- 
ginia (son of Colonel A. U. Williams); L. E. Baker, 
of Alabama, and Victor McPherson, of Kentucky. 
These young men were given the privilege of under- 
going the professional examination, and all except 
the first named accepted. Two—Robert Sewall, of 
New Jersey, and John W. Ewing, of Indiana—have 
been granted a delay on account of sickness, so that 
twenty-one ip all were actually examined as to 
their professional qualifications, From this number 
are taken the twelve recommended for appointment. 
Should Secretary Proctor adhere to his original pur- 
pose, new candidates will be selected until twenty- 
four in all have finally passed the prescribed exam- 
inations. In view of the poor outlook for next 
year’s graduating class it is thought not unlikely 
that the Secretary may conclude to reserve remain- 
ing vacancies for them.

G. O. No. 9, Dept. Platte, July 20, orders a series 
of practice marches from Forts Douglas, Logan, 
Niobrara, Robinson, Sidney, D. A. Russell, Du 
Chesne, Washakie, McKinney and Randall, not to 
exceed one hundred miles in length, aud to include 
such exercises’as may be practicable. 











THE lieutenants of the Army have had quitea 
shaking up this week in the matter of stations, as 
will be seen from orders from the Headquarters of 
the Army, published elsewbere. Most of the 
changes are only nominal, however, the purpose be- 
ing to continue promoted officers in the regiments 
with which they have hitherto served. Out of fifty- 
six changes only thirteen result in a change of 
regiment. 








Tue Navy Department is arranging for an ex- 
haustive competitive test of Drigge, Schroder, 
Hotchkiss and Maxim-Norderfeldt rapid fire guns. 
Each firm bas been invited to submit a six-pounder 
gun, the two latter to furnish their own mounts: 
and the former to be provided with regular navy 
mounts. The trials will take place in about two 
months, and will be conducted under the auspices 
ofaspecial board. An order for fifty guns will fol- 
low to the firm whose gun gives the best result. 
The conditions of the test will approach as nearly 
as possible to actual service requirements. 





A muTINyY in the 20d battalion of the Coldstream 
Guards is reported this week from London, arising 
it is stated, from there being no relaxation of duty 
after the departure of the Emperor of Germany, 
whose visit entailed unusvally bard duty upon the 
troops. The outbreak seems to have been soon 
quieted. The despatch states that the War Office 
officials have frankly acknowledged that ‘“‘un_ 
reasoning compliance with orders was no longer 
obtainable from men who were permeated with 
quasi-education,” and that “‘ this must be seriously 
considered in all future dealings with soldiers.” 











Tue Indians at the Pine Ridge Agency,ha ve who 
been treated as prisoners of war since the cam paign 
of last winter, about 800 in all, have been released 
as such, and transferred back to the control of the 
Interior Department. Captain Penney, who has 
been in charge, will soon rejoin his regiment. The 
900 Indians at Fort Keogh, under the charge 
of Uapt. Ewers, will also soon be restored to their 
previous status under the contract of the Loterior 
Department.. As faras their support is concerned, 
they are now under the jurisdiction ot that dep art 
ment. Those atthe Pine Ridge Agency, however. _ 
have upto this time heen treated as prisoners of 
war, and furuvished with the regular ration from 
the Army fund. It is expected that the the thirty 
prisoners of war now under military surveillance at 
Fort Wingate will be transferred to Mount Vernon 
Barracks at an early date. Thess are the Indians 
taken from the San Carlos Reservation about a 
year ago, and are regarded as the most troublesome 
the Army now bas to deal witb. 








SPECIAL correspondence of the New York Herald, 
dated Shanghai, June 13, reads: “‘ There isno doubt 
about it—China ison the eveof another great re- 
bellion. * * ‘The whole empire is in a ferment; 
Pekin is in a panic; foreign volunteers are drilling 
most assiduously in Shanghai; warships are hurry- 
ing from all parts of Chinese and Japanese waters 
up to the Yangteze, and the yellow bosom of ‘The 
Eldest Son of the Ocean’ is covered with the men- 
of-war of Great Britain, America, France and Ger- 
many, while quick cruisers of Russia and Spain are 
hastening for the protection of people of their na- 
tionality from the south and further east.” Those 
who are well informed in Chinese matters expect 
greater changes in that Empire. It is the policy of 
the malcontents to embroil the Government with 
foreign nations by assaulting their subjects, and our 
Government should take prompt measures to pro- 
tect Americans, 


A NOTABLE feature of the Bisley rifle meeting in 
England last week was the shooting of Miss Leale, 
the only lady who is a member of tbe National Rifle 
Association. In the contest for the Graphic Cup, the 
lady adopted the prone posture at 500 yards. Her 
sighting shot, made in order to judge what allow- 
ance should be made for the wind, counted four 
Her first counting shot was a bull’s-eye. This was 
quickly followed by two otbers. Miss Leale then 
madea “magpie” and an “outer,” finishing her 
score with two bull’s-eyes, making a total score of 
82 out of a possble 3%. Women still have some 
channels open for new missions. 








Tue Phythian Board on promotion in the line of 
the Navy completed its deliberations at Annapolis 
this week. The report has not yet reached 
the Navy Department, so that the conoclu- 
sion will not be known for some days. The 
Navy, especially the younger officers, are watching 
with great interest for their conclusion. Lt does not 
follow that Congress will adopt their recommenda- 
tions, whatever they may be, but certainly if we are 
to keep our Navy up to the highest standard, we 
must 1n some way find an outlet for youthful ambi- 
tion and hope. 








RECENT DEATHS. 


Brevet Cotonet Joun EK. ToURTELLOTTE, major 
U. 8S. Army, retired, who died at La Crosse, 
Wis., July 22, joined the 4th Minnesota Infantry as 
a private in September, 1861, and in the following 
December was promoted captain. In 1862, he was 
promoted lieut.-colonel and in 1864 colonel. He took 
part in many engagements, and commanded a bri- 
gade at the defence of Alatoona, where he was 
wounded. For bis gallant and meritorious conduct he 
received the brevet of brigadier geveral of volun- 
teers, and brevets from major to colonel in the 
Regular Army. In 1866, be was appointed a cap- 
tain of the 28th U. 8. Infantry, was unassigned in 
1869, assigned to the 7th Cavalry in 1870, was pro- 
moted major in 1883, and was retired in 1885 for dis- 
ability incurred in the line of duty. He wasa close 
friend of General Sherman's, and served as A. D.C. 
on bis staff from January, 1871, to February, 1984. 
Very many will mourn the loss of this gallant 
officer. 


CoLoNeEt STERLING R. Cockrit, father of Chief 
Justice Cockrill, of the Arkansas Supreme Court, 
and a gallant veteran of the Mexican War, died at 
Mount Nebo, July 18, aged 87. 


ALEXANDER GROURLY, an inmate of the Soldier's 
Home at Leavenworth, who died a few days ago 
aged 98, began his military career in the War of 1812, 
served throughont the Mexican War from the be- 
ginning with Gen. Taylor's command, took part in 
many [Indian wars along the border, and served 
four years during the War of the Rebellion. 


CAPTAIN HENRY MEINELL, who died in New York 
City July 11, was appointed a 2d lieutenant of the3d 
U.S. Artillery Oct. 24, 1861, was promoted Ist lieu- 
tenant the following November, and resigned Jan. 
1, 1870. Heserved with efficiency during the War of 
the Rebellion, and received the brevet of captain 
for his gallantry at the battle of Fredericksburg. 


Mas. Excten Exy Bares, the mother-in-law of 
Commender F. W. Dickins, U.S.'Navy,wasa woman 
w hoee intelligence, literary attainments and charm- 
ing wanver made her conspicuous in social life until 
advancing years and iél health compelled her 
drawal from active life. Her death occurred at her 
residence iu the ‘‘Dakota,” New York city, on Sat- 
urday last, after av illness of three years. She 
leavee three children, a son and two daughters. 
The interment took place at Mount Auburn, Bos- 
ton, 5 


GENERAL BENJAMIN FRANKLIN KELLEY, who 
raised the first regiment of the loyal troops South 
of Mason and Dixon's line during the War of the 
Rebellion, died at his home, near Oakland, Md., 
July 17. Previous tc the war he was for many years 
a resident of Wheeling, West Va..and did much to 
save the State to the Uuion. When the call was 
made for volunteers he raised the Ist Virginia Regi- 
ment of which he was commissioned colonel May 
25, 1861. Two days after receiving his commission 
Colonel Kelley left Wheeling with his regiment for 
Grafton, then in possession of the Confederates 
under Colonel Porterfield, who on his approach re- 
treated to Philippi. Here early on June 3 Kelley 
attacked bim, and after a short engagement won oue 
of the first battles of the war. During the fight 
CVolonel Kelley received a severe wound in the 
breast, which at the time was thought to be fatal. 
That same day Gen. McClellan telegraphed to Gen. 
Morris from Vincinaati: * LS Col. Kelley that [ 
cannot yet believe it possible that onewho has opened 
his career so brilliantiv cana be mortally wounded. luo 
the name of t*e country [ thank him for his con- 
duct, which bas been the most brilliant episode of the 
war thus far.””’ At the end of 60 days, however, he 
was able to assume command of the railroad divis- 
ion to which he was assigned by Gen. McClellan, 
having been appointed during his convalescence 
brigadier-general. On Oot. 22,Gen. Kelley fought 
the battle of Romney, and again for gallant con- 
duct was complimented by President Lincoln and 
Gen. Scott. Gen. Kelley served with distinction 
during the remaining years of the war, aud in re- 
cognition of gallant sérvices at Cumberland and 
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SCHOOL OF [INSTRUCTION FOR MARINES. 


THE vrogramme for the “School of Application 
of the U. S. Mariue Corps,” established at the Head- 
quarters of the Marine Corns for officers, non-com. 
officers and privates by G.O. No. 1, Hdars. U.8. 
Marine Corps, Wasbingtov, D. C., May 1, 1891, pro- 
vides for the following course of instruction: Ist. 
Infautry tactics and small-arm instruction. 2. Gun- 
nery instruction. 3. Torpedoes. 4. High explosives. 
5. Flectricity. 6. Field service and modern tactics. 
7. Field intrenchments. In addition, non-com- 
missioned officers and other enlisted men of suffi- 
cient intelligence will receive careful instruction io 
the use of the logarithms, solution of plain triagles, 
and the practical usein the field of angle-measur- 
ing inatruments in making reconnaissances and 
hasty surveys. Non-commissioned officers will be 
invetructed also in the dutiesof guards when em- 
barked, landiog and campaigning with the naval 
brigade, and the best formation for tigbting against 
superior pumbers armed with inferior weapons. 
Additional instruction for commissioned officers is 
left to the discretion of the colonel commandant. 
There is to be a director of instruction and post ir- 
structors and assistant instructors, with two divisions® 
ove for commissioned officers and one for enlist: d 
men. The instruction as prescribed sball be obliga- 
tory. The course of instruction in military bygiene 
will be under the direction of the medical officer of 
the post. The marks of recitations and exercises 
wil! be used as aids in determining questions of mer t 
and proficiency. ‘‘ With tbe course of instruction, 
as outlined for the School of Application, aad a 
modified course for branch schools at each post, to- 
gether with the instruction officers are able to im- 
part to their guards on board -ship, tbe Marire 
Corps will be enabled to keep pace with recent pro- 
gress in the profession of arma, and to this end the 
colonel commandant confidently relies on the co- 
operation of all the officers of the corps.”’

evening of Apri 24 of an intended attack by the soldiers on 
the jail with :nteuc to kill A. J. Huot, be wholly failed to 
take measures or precautions tu bold at the post the men of 
his command thea present. or Cause the retura of men tben 
in town, by reason of which oegicct wen of bis command 
to the ouwber of fitty or more toox Huntfrom jail and 
shot him to death; and in tbat, after beiog informed that 
soldiers bad lyocued Hunt, he neglected to order sufficient 
measures Or action to apprenend the men engaged in the 
killing. 

Toe plea was Not guilty, and witnesses were then called 
who related the tacts connected with the Is ocbing substaao- 
tially as heretofore reported in the JOURNAL.

THE NAVAL RESERVE. 


THE members of the Naval Reserve may well con- 
gratulate themselves on the success which bas thus 
far attended their efforts to establish an auxiliary 
arm of the Navy. They bave worked with zeal and 
intelligence, and are evcaged in an enterprise which 
awakens the most cordial good will on the part of 
patriotic citizens. The value of their work is not 
yet fully appreciated by the State autborities, or 
they would not be compelled to depend upon a vol- 
uptary subscription for tbe money required to en- 
able them to join in the naval manceuvres at Fisher's 
Island. At last accounts only a portion of the $5,000 
required bad been subscribed. It is pow nearly two 
vears since the lst Battalion, Naval Reserve, 8. 
N. Y., was organized on the 28th of October, 1889, at 
a meeting presided over by Capt. Henory Erben, 
U.S. N., who bad always been a warm friend of the 
orgap’zition. lt was mustered ioto the State service 
June 23, and now numbers 250 men, the full comple- 
ment being 320. The result thus far is due to the de- 
voted efforts of afew gentlemen who have worked 
under the greatest discouragement. 

There were originally two organizations—one the 
Naval Battalion, under the command of Philip G. 
Low, and the otberthe Naval Reserve Association, 
of which Herbert L. Satterlee, now ordnance officer 
of the 1st Battalion, was president. The wise con- 
solidation of the two has establiahed the battahon 
on afirm footing. The New York battalion bas 
thus far bad but little experience, but its members 
are enthusiastic and determined to learn, and they 
are well officered, the names of well known gradu- 
ates of the Naval Academy being recognized in the 
list of officers.

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ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Artillerists will be glad to learn that the Ord- 
pance Department has perfected a fuse which will 
sbortly be manufactured in sufficient numbers for 
jesue to light batteries. The design is known as the 
Frankfort Arsenal point combination fuse, with 
tubular time train. The trains are made of lead 
pipe filled with powder and then drawn in tbe form 
ofa fuse and mechanically arranged to explode at 
the expiration of 15 seconds or less, accord- 
ing to range. Thirty-eight of these fuses were fired 
recently from a 3.2 inch gun with the most satisfac- 
tory results. At a range of one mile 10 out of 12 
shells fired exploded within 80 feet in front of the 
target. This is a uniformity not hitherto secured. 





Gen. Byron M. Cutcheon, of Michigan, Chairman 
of the House Committee ou Military Affairs in the 
last Congresa, and by appoiotment civilian member 
of the Arwy Fortification Board, sat with the board 
for the first time on Tuesday, at the Army Building, 
New York city. The only thing out of the ordivary 
at the meeting was an application urged by Lieut. 
Edward W. Very, but not acted upov, for permis- 
sion to apply the Hotchkiss rapid-fire apparatus to 
larger guns than those of this pattern ordered for 
trisl by the board. The guns ordered for trial are 
of the Hotchkiss, Armstrong, and Canet makes of 
472 a calibre. They will not be ready forsome 
months. 


On June 29, while H. M. S. Cordelia was engaged 
in firing practice, en route from tbe Fiji Islands to 
Noumea, one of ber six guns burst, killing Lieuts. 
Hillyar and Gordon and four men, besides wound- 
ing six men severely and one slightly. The exple- 
sion took place on the seyenth round. ‘“ Nearly all 
those who stood round the gun,” ihe Times telegram 
continues, “were killed. Huge pieces of iron flew 
in all directions. The foretopgallant lift to the royal 
yard wascut. The breechblock and a large portion 
of the gun carriage was hurled across the deck. The 
upper deck was buret through, and part of the gun 
carriage was blown down into the main deck. The 
force o1 the explosion may be inferred from the fact 
that fragments of the shattered gun fell into the sea 
buodreds of yaids away to starboard.” Various 
speculations are rife as to the vause of the accident. 
One suggestion is that it ia due to the deterioration 
of the slow-burning powders in a hot climate and 
another that tbe process of oi] hardening bad set up 
fissures or cracks to which Dr. Anderson, the Di- 
rector of the English Ordnance Factories, ascribes 
* most of the failures which bave occurred to artil- 
lery.”” The 6-in gun that burst was of the same nat: 
tern as the one that burst on H. M. 8S. Active in 1883. 
[t was then recommended by the Admiralty Com- 
mittee that no more be issued. They will now a!l 
be called in.

At the supper cali it was observed that the regiment meant 
work, for instead of the usual rush by company, the regi- 
ment formed on the color line, companies in charge of the 
Ist sergeants, and Colonel Dowd in command. The field 
music was posted on the left flank, and at the command 
*“ continue the march, companies left wheel,” the column, 
left in front, started for the mess hall. It took just three 
minutes and eight seconds from_ the ding o y 
until the command was seated in the hall. These forma- 
tions were continued at each meal, every officer in the regi- 
ment being given a chance to command the battalion. 

The guard mount ot Sunday wasa mixed one, the de- 
tails being from the Regiment and Battalion, while the sen- 
try duty of the day was not up to Col. Dowd’s standard. 
He therefore madean application to the Post Commander 
that on Monday and during the balanceof the week the 
commands should alternate in furnishing the guard detail, 
and that the camp should be under the charge of the organ- 
ization furnishing the detail. Permission was cheertuliy 
granted, and the idea worked to a charm, for it produced a 
rivalry between the organizations, which not only placed 
the sentries at their very best, but spurred officers and men 
to do their utmost at guard mounting. At church call the 
men of both organizations gathered on the bluff and joined 
in the religious services given by the Twelftn'’s chaplain, 
Rev. Roderick Terry. 

The evening's dress parade was a great success, the band 
and drum corps being massed almost in front of mess hall 
of Headquarters, while the line extended to the Point of 
Rocks. te was one of the longest lines ever formed on the 
parade ground, and fully tested thecapacity of Adjutant 
Wainwright's voice. The ceremony was handsomely ere- 
cuted, the manual of the separate companies being sharp 

nd clean. 

7 It might be well to here state that whenever a battalion 
of separate companies cccupy the camp with a regiment, 
the superiority of the separate companies is most marked 
during the first two or three days. This is noted by officers 
and men, and astrain is put on so that at the endof the 
tour toe regiment has generally caught up to the standard, 
while the separate companies, with the exception of their 
duty in battalion drill, have apparently stood fast. This 
fact was plainly apparent in the maoualof the Twelfth 
and the separate compapies at each succeeding dress parade, 
so that on Friday evening there was hardly a choice be- 
een them. 
"Tne regular schedule of drills arcanged at Headquarters 
was strictly followed in the Twelfth, with the addition that 
the skirmish fire and firings by company were done with 
blank cartridges,even onthe firatday. The several com- 
panies were fairly conversant with the school of the skir- 
misher,and the deployments, sallies and assemblies were as 
arule emer. 

The guard of Monday was composed strictly ot men from 
the regiment, and thouzh fairly well performed could not 
be considered up to the mark, a bluoder being made at the 

uard house; but the sentry duty, night and day, was a 
credit to the regiment. Much of this is due to the untiring 
work of Lieut. McCoskry Butt, specially detailed as guard 
inspector. 

For the midday drills the regiment was divided into two 
battalions, six companies of 16 flies each, one ander com- 
mand of the Colonel, with the adjutant acting as a field offi- 
cer, and the other under Lieut. Col. Miller, who was assisted 
by Maj. Leonard, Asin the previous regiments the work 
began with axgeneral alignmeat, and was successfully car- 
ried through the school of the battalion, even to the rally 
by division. It is needless to say that these movements 
were in the main capitally executed, but now and then the 
stage fright ot some ot the junior officers was apparent. 
They knew the proper commands, but were slow iu giving 
them voice, much to the anooyance of the field officers. 
When one of these junivr officers was in command of the 
color company they generally came to grief at the 
“centre forward” and “double column.” On one drill the 
stage fright of one of these officers caused the commanding 
officer to change the position of the colors, giving them to 
oue of his captains. When under the direcuion of a captain 
as his division commander this lieutenant becamean effi- 
cient company commander. 

After an hour’s drill by battalion the regiment was assem- 
blec, and several advances by battalion were beautifully 
executed. The wheelings tothe right and left by this im- 
menee line were good asa rule, but occasionally crowded by 
the railure of tbe marching flank in not allowing for a 
greater arc to the circle. Oa ednesday the battalion 
movements of both commands were in skirmish drill, the 
lines being first established by the numbers and then fol- 
lowed bya deployment on tbe flank companies. The skir- 
mish driils of both battalions were most successful. 

Tne 12th this year, asin the years gone by, bas shown it- 
self to bea well disciplined and_ efficient regiment. The 
strength of the regiment on the first day in camp was as 
follows:

MILITIA AND STRIKING MINERS. 


Cos. C, Capt. W.G. Shank, and G, Capt. W. T. 
Fife, of the lst Regiment of the militia of King Co., 
State of Washington, were called into service early 
in July by a disturbance among the miners. A State 
Senator is accused of furnishing the striking miners 
with arms. Troop B, of Cavairy, Lieut. J. H. Barry, 
was also called out, furnishing 14 men. 

The Tenneseee militia have also been called upon 
for duty iu connection with muiniog troubles at 
Briceville and Coal Creek, where much feeling has 
been excited by the employment of convict labor. 
‘The militia sympathies in this case appear to have 
been with the rioters and between 60 and 
70 of them, under Col. Sevier, whose rank does not 
indicate his youth, incontinently surrendered to the 
rioters and were packed home with the convicts 
they came to protect. It is charged that the militia 
mingled freely with the miners and said that they 
“did not want to guard the d——d convicts,” and 
told the miners to come and get them and they 
would not fire on them. A despatch from Knoxville 
says: * [Immense crowds met the troops on their ar- 
rival at Kooxville, and they were loudly cheered as 
they marched to the armory of the Knoxville Rifles, 
where they await the orders of the Governor. They 
have been on duty nearly tive days in the rain, have 
been scantily f and poorly equipped, but they 
presented a soldierly appearance as they marched 
through the streets.” 

All tbe militia of the State have been called under 
arms, including the Washington light artillery, of 
Nashville, with two Gatling guns, and sent to the 
seat of trouble. . 





TJ NATIONALIZE THE GUARD. 


THE Boston Herald says: “Lieuts. R. K. Evans, 12th U. 8, 
Iof., and Jos. B. Batchelor, Jr., 24th U. 8. Inf., have a 
scheme to promote the interest of the National Guard of the 
States. Their plan bas two main features: First, the na- 
tionalizing of the Nationa: Guard of the country and the 
grant to it by the United States of a subsidy, say $1,000 toa 
company of intantry,and more to cavairy and artillery. 
Second, the thorough development of its efficiency up toa 
bigb and uniform standard. Todo this these officers pro- 
pose the formation of an association, and that those inter- 
ested shall gather and listen toa lecture, already prepared, 
to be delivered by one or the other of these officers. They 
propose to make this little effort for the sum of $50 per lec- 
ture, and say “in return for which we propose to show the 
unquestionable advantage and feasibility of a plan by which 
each of your companies in the State may receive an annual 
subsidy ot $1.0,0."" The above is the substance of a letter 
directed to ali the Adjutant Generals ot the States. One 
thousand dollars a year to a company will certainly be wel- 
come, but it will take something more than a lecture to 
drive the idea through the heads of our national legisla- 
tors.

hile there was much to commend and the improvement 
was marked, considering the brevity of the tour, there were 
still numerous errors that were occasionally corrected, but 
more often passed without notice. There wasa familiarity 
between officers and men in some commands that bordered 
upon absolute equality. The occupation of the officers’ tents 
by privates by the score and the utter disregard of militar 
courtesy in seme companies could not but obstruct their 
progress. The best work seen during the week was in the 
company drills, some few of which showed capable instruc- 
tion and a degree of interest and intelligence amongst the 
men that was highly creditabie to themselves and the State. 
In the 4th Regiment, several of the companies were drilled 
by bugle and, considering the entire newness to many of 
the men not only of the calis but of the movements, bugle 
drilis were a success. 

The orders from headquarters prescribed the company 
drills to be in the School of the Sojdier and in the Company 
Street. The men should certainly receive such instruction 
at the armories where, no matter bow contracted the space, 
the manual of arms could be taught, and when it is consid- 
ered that in many of the armories the compa have not 
sufficient space to execute a wheel or to form single rank, it 
dovs seem that thespliendid parade ground should be made 
the most of during the five days for drili. 

The battalion drills, as would be expected where the field 
officers seldom have the battalions together, were, as a rule, 
very uneven. Mistakes were many, and ofttimes uncor- 
rected. Many of the guides had not the faintest idea of 
their duties, and showed a woeful lack of any instruction. 
Commanding officers of companies were neither prompt in 
their command; or familiar with their proper positions, 
especially in the “advauce in line.” Although we noticed 
several bright exceptions officers should become familiar 
with the commands by bugle before making corrections of 
roovementa by trumpet signal. To see a officerin com- 
mand of a battalion remonstrating with his men for not ex- 
ecuting fours left when the bugle has plainly sounded fours 
right, would hardly be calied “instruction.” 

The afternoons were devoted to skirmish drills by compa- 
nies. These were io the main good, but varied in quality, 
from the rally on the left, skirmisher quality, toan exhibi- 
tion given by Co. C, of thé 2d Battalion, on Governor's day 
that was as near perfect asitis possible to manceuvrea 
body of men in open order. Notonly were the distances 
and alignments pezfectly kept, which would not always be 
practicable under fire, but the men, as a rule, took careful 
and deliberate aim betore firing (blank ammunition was 
used)—fired siowly and deliberately, with seldom but one 
shot in each poe in the advance or retreat, husbanding 
their strength with au apparent individual intelligence that 
closely approached the ideal! skirmusher. 

The guard duty was irregular, showing a lack of uniform 
instruetion, an ‘et some improvement could be noticed 
during the tour. Weare strongly in tavor of the New York 
method of State instruction by men who are not only famfiar 
witb the details of the duties to which they are assigned, 
os who possess the power of imparting instruction to 
otners.
